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Overtime Vs. 
Unemployment 


An administration proposal for mandatory 


double pay for overtime has been given scant 
chance at this session of Congress, but Labor 
Secretary Wirtz has nonetheless made a second 
appearance before a House Labor Subcommittee 
to plug for it. 


Wirtz came armed with 50 pages of figures 


and arguments to proselytize for President 
Johnson's recommendation. But the administra- 
tion has failed to make a case of its premise that 
industry could create more jobs if it were re- 
quired to increase overtime rates from time and 
* half to double time. 


Administration innovators assume that em- 


ployers, when confronted by the necessity of 
paying premium pay for overtime or hiring 
more people, will hire more peo'ple. This is an 
assumption businessmen are not rushing to ac- 
cept. 


Wirtz said in a recent week 16 million per- 


sons worked overtime while five million others 
were jobless. The insinuation was that if all this 
overtime could have been converted into f ulltime 
jobs, 900,000 additional workers would have 
been put on payrolls. This concept must have 
been dredged up by kooks. 


Overtime goes mostly to skilled workers and 


there aren't enough available to fill new jobs 
that might be created by reducing overtime op- 
portunities. Furthermore, it may be cheaper for 
some industries to pay double time, if decreed, 
instead of taking on additional workers. 


Anyway, the question of how many workers 


to employ is a decision for management, not 
government.

View From Bodega Head 


BODEGA BAY, Calif.: — The Pacific Gas and 


Electric Company man standing above an open pit on 
fog-swept Bodega Head, where his organization hopes 
to build an atomic power plant, was minding his man- 
Hers. A couple of miles to the northeast, across a little 
harbor that reminds an easterner irresistibly of a New 
'England fishing port, people were milling about the dock 
at the Tides Wharf Cafe, watching the fishermen un- 
ioad catch after catch of beautiful thirty-pound salmon 
taken in the coastal waters above San Francisco. The 
P. G. and E. man knew this reporter had been talking 
\vilh the townsfolk about the proposed atomic plant, and 
he presumably knew that more were against it than 
were for it. 


"They have a right to their opinions," he said. "We 


don't complain against democracy." But it was clear 
that eventually he hoped to get the case for the plant 
accepted. "If only it doesn't get into the courts," he 
said. "Then it would be ten years before we could build 
it and operate it." 


The political quarrel over the Bodega power 


plant seems typical of the issues that rend Cali- 
fornia. Like the question of water utilization and 
the question of the cutting of the redwoods on a 
controlled basis, the Bodega issue involves intricate 
problems at a scientific nature ai they get "broken- 
ed through" to millions who wouldn't know a curie 
(a measure of atomic disintegration) from a carrot. 
It is the millions untutored in science who must 
decide on what the expert* propose. 


The Bodega atomic power issue is especially touchy 


because the site of the proposed plant lies just a shade 
to the west cf the San Andreas earthquake fault line, 
which once produced tremors that devastated San 
Francisco. You can find seismologists and geologists 
who swear that a containment system for an atomic 
plant can be made absolutely safe against even a major 
slippage of the earth. And in any cse sediments laid 
down at Bodega Bay some forty thousand years ago on 
granitic rock have not faulted significantly. But other 
experts stress the fact that earthquakes are always in- 
calculable. If a quake should split a reactor, so James 
E. McDonald, an Arizona University physicis, says, the 
"lid" of warm air that hangs over Bodega Head in 
summer would keep escaping radioactive gasses from 
rising and wouid deflect them over the San Francisco 
Bay area at night when the wind currents move to the 
south. Millions would be poisoned. 


The townspeople in Bodega Bay don't "dig" the 


more intricate pro and con arguments about geological 
fault lines and atomic fission. A fisherman says, "It's 
all just a case of the almighty dollar. The real estate 
people are scared that atomic scares will keep them 
from selling wterfront property." 


The fisherman, a grizzled ancient, seemed more 


impressed with the conservationist argument than 
with the safety argument against putting up the 
atomic power plant in Bodega. Bodega Head had 
been earmarked at one time far a state park, 
according to the fisherman, and the people certainly 
had a right of access to the coast. (P. G. and E., 
to give the company its due. has promised to make 
its own public park at Bodega Head.) The fisher- 
man was ail for conservation in everything. He 
quickly veered from questions of atomic safety to 
what the Japanese fishermen, who ns« nets, are 
doing to decimate the salmon at a time when 
American fishermen are compelled by U. S. law to 
limit their catch to what can be landed by eimven- 
tfonal lines.

When questioned about atomic danger in the future, 


Bodega Bay people on the wharf displayed the im- 
passiveness of a Sicilian peasant watching Mt. Aetna. 
But the conservationist and the real estate sales angles 
produced quick reactions generally. 


The ironic oddity in all this is that conservationists 


ought to be for atomic energy plants. They reduce air 
pollution. They do not require unsightly piles of coal or 
tanks for oil. They do not burn up the natural resources 
of the earth at the same rate as coal or oil-fired plants. 


So it will be unfortunate if the conservationist argu- 


ment should be the one to defeat the P. G. and E. at 
Bodega. The questions of permission 1o operate an 
atomic plant on Bodega Head should be decided on 
safety considerations alone. And as to the hazards o{ 
earthquake, who can say? This columnist, if he were a 
CaJifornian, would like everybody else in the state, have 
to cast his vote on a pure hunch in a case where the ex- 
perts fiamboyantlj disagree.

I've been driving through Bill 


Scranton's backyard today — the 
anthracite area of northeast Penn- 
sylvania. It is green and beauti- 
ful in the summer, stark and ugly 
in the winter. 
Today the lush 


foliage of the mountains covers 
the gaunt, gray culm piles of 
mine waste and the open mine 
pits, scars of an era when coal 
was king and made this one of 
the most prosperous 
industrial 


regions in the world. 


In those days Bill Scranton's 


family sat alongside King Anthra- 
cite as his number one court 
chamberlain. They founded 
the 


city of Scranton, built up a tre- 
mendous fortune—a fortune based 
on taking, not giving. They took 
from the ground; they took from 
the air by polluting it with indus- 
trial fumes; they took from the 
people by importing miners first 
from Wales and Ireland, then from 
Russia, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia, finally from Italy. 
They 


pulled immigrants from country 
after country until the immigra- 
tion quotas became filled.

Castro And The 'Peace At Any Price' Element 


WASHINGTON —Evidence just 


furnished 
from 
an unexpected 


quarter proves to the world how 
the Soviet Union has deliberately 
and of her own initiative invaded 
the Western Hemisphere as a 
means of carrying on the "cold 
war" against the United States. 


Fidel 
Castro 
was amazingly 


frank when, 
in answering the 


questions of visiting newsmen a 
few days ago. he incriminated 
the Moscow government. He had 
been asked about how his rela- 
tions with the Communists had 
developed. He said: 


"Facts and events forced Cuba 


into the Soviet sphere. When the 
first American aggressions start- 
ed against Cuba and when the 
first 
agrarian 
reform 
began, 


Cuba did not have any diplo- 
matic or commercial 
relations 


with the Soviet Union. But every 
time the United States attacked 
us, they (the Soviets) made of- 
fers and solutions and that is why 
we slowly began friendship and 
ties with the Soviet Union." 


The Moscow regime has insisted 


right along that it came to the 
aid of Cuba only because the 
government in Havana requested 
it. This is a historic form of alibi 
for intervention but, in the case 
of Cuba, the world now knows 
that Russia took the initiative. 
Certainly the 
establishment of 


missile bases, fully equipped with 
weapons that could attack a large 
part of the territory of the United 
States, wasn't something dreamed 
up by Castro. 


Unfortunately, the United States 


has been willing virtually to close 
the books on the episode ever 
since Premier 
Khrushchev 
in 


October 1962 promised the late 
President Kennedy that the mis- 
sile bases would be dismantled 
and Soviet troops would be with- 
drawn. But the fact is that the 
government of the Soviet Union 
continues today to maintain a 
military force of its own in Cuba, 
and the missile bases can be re- 
activated 
at any time by the

It certainly shouldn't 


take two years to withdraw a few 
thousand troops. 


While Soviet military personnel 


has been reduced, the UPI in a 
dispatch 
»n Tuesday—attributed 


to administration officials here as 
the source—said: 


"The Russians are believed still 


in complete charge of the control 
center near Havana. This gives 
them a veto on any possible 


Cuban use of the missiles con- 
trary to Soviet interest. 
Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev is believed 
to be reluctant to give Premier 
Castro complete control of the 
anti-aircraft missile system." 


But why should any European 


government be keeping any of 
its missiles or, other military 
equipment in any country in this 
hemisphere and controlling their 
use—especially on an island only 
90 miles away from the coast of 
the United States? 


The 
Soviet 
government, 
of 


course, continues also to operate 
its apparatus for subversion and 
espionage in many Latin-Ameri- 
can countries, including Mexico. 
It may be surprising to many 
people in the United States to 
learn that the Mexican govern- 
ment tolerates within its territory 


Inside Washington

Whether the new course charted 
by the Republican Party can hop* 
for eventual success—that is, ac- 
ceptance by a majority of the 
nation's voters—depends more on 
the behavior of factions within its 
own house than on outside politi- 
cal influences. 


Barring some calamity to the 


Democratic Party such as vast 
mismanagement 
of the 
federal 


enterprise, or scandal of irresis- 
tible proportions, the GOP's hopes 
for victory lie among the inde- 
pendent uncommitted voters who 
approach elections by weighing 
all factors involved, and not on 
an 
emotional or party-loyalty 


basis. 


The only way the GOP leader- 


ship can hope to increase its fol- 
lowing is if all factions work to- 
gether actively. As long as the 


liberal element looks upon Gold- 
water adherents as the greater 
danger, there can be no hope of 
capturing leadership at the fed- 
eral level. 


It s on this point, however, that 


the dominant conservative faction 
at San Francisco may have made 
its most serious error in strategy. 
They were bent on demonstrating 
that they "had the votes" in suc- 
cessfully 
opposing p r o p o s e d 


liberal-wing changes in the plat- 
form. Knowing they had the votes 
—which they did—it would have 
been more than a gesture to ac- 
cept several of, the changes. 


It would have made it easier 


and more palatable for the east- 
erners to go along with the ticket. 
And if the easterners don't go 
along, and don't get out the vote, 
not only Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
but the entire conservative move- 
ment, is in dire jeopardy. 


the presence of Communist plot- 
ters and agents. Just this week 
the government of Mexico re- 
fused 
to vote diplomatic and 


economic sanctions against Cuba, 
even though a majority of the 
members of the Organization of 
American States did so. 


The 
future 
of 
the 
Western 


Hemisphere is very much the 
concern of the Washington gov- 
ernment, 
Much 
publicity 
has 


been given in recent years to the 
"Alliance for Progress" concept. 
This, 
however, cannot succeed 


without money, and the people 
of this country are not likely to 
look with favor on the flow of 
funds 
to 
any 
Latin-American 


country which tolerates Commun- 
ist espionage and the meddling 
by a European power in the af- 
fairs of the nations of this hem- 
isphere. 


As for the policy of the United 


States toward the Soviet Union, 
revelations such as Fidel Castro 
now has made official do not 
augur well for the success of 
"disarmament" talks or any oth- 
er negotiations with the Moscow 
regime. So long as mutual trust 
has not been established, any 
agreements that may be made 
are valueless. 


Unhappily, there is a "peace 


at any price" element in this 
country which believes in a soft 
policy toward Russia. This was 
emphasized recently by the re- 
action to the suggestion made by 
Senator Goldwater that the ques- 
tion of continuing diplomatic re- 
lations with Moscow should be 
re-examined 
and 
that, 
unless 


Moscow agrees to abstain from 
certain acts o£ hostility toward 
this country, severance of diplo- 
matic relations should be con- 
sidered. But the'Arizona Senator 
was jumped on by critics for 
even raising the subject. 
Pre- 


sumably 
that's 
why 
Moscow 


feels confident it can continue 
unchecked its acts of aggression 
and the flouting of the Washing- 
ton government's policies in this 
hemisphere.

Cases Of Uterine Cries Intrigue Physicians

story about an expectant mother 
who heard her baby cry before 
birth.

The membranes had ruptured and 
the infant was turned manually to 
make delivery easier.
